REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


There has been since our last annual report no material 
change in our schools. We have retained, so far as possible, 
the teachers who have been with us in past years; being con- 
vinced that changes in our corps of teachers should be made 
only for imperative reasons. By this course we are sometimes 
subjected to sharp criticism from parents who have, or conceive 
that they have, just cause of complaint against some teacher. 
They forget that we must be guided by the general character of 
a teacher’s work, and that it would be folly for us to discharge 
a really faithful and efficient teacher even though she may some- 
times make a mistake. 


As there have been but few radical changes during the year, 
we will only call attention to two things which may be of in- 
terest. 


A criticism has been often heard in years past to the effect 
that the diplomas granted at the graduation from our High 
School did not necessarily represent much. That although the 
teachers may have been faithful and efficient and the curricu- 
lum a good one, so that the bright and studious pupils may 
have accomplished all that could be expected and thus have re- 


- ceived an excellent mental discipline; yet that the indolent and 


the incompetent were allowed to slide along through the ‘three or 
four years of the course, and finally with very limited attain- 
ments and feeble powers were permitted to graduate and re- 
ceive their diplomas, thus in a great degree destroying their 
value to all receiving them. - 


Now, when under our very efficient teachers of the High 
School an opposite course is pursued, and no pupil is allowed 
to go on year after year in full class membership to the tri- 
umphant reception of a diploma without having accomplished a 
definite and acceptable amount of work, the opposite criticism 
is heard, to the effect that the requirements of the High School 
are so severe that many pupils cannot accomplish the work, 
and therefore have to drop out and thus are deprived of privi- 
leges to which they are entitled. 
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Without stopping at this time to discuss the reasonable- 
ness of either criticism, we merely call attention to the 
completely antagonistic and incompatible nature of the two 
and ask you to notice how impossible it is to satisfy both 
classes of complainants. It must be evident to the most 
casual glance that, in order to have diplomas represent 
valuable attainments and good, mental discipline, courses 
must be laid down and adhered to that will of necessity pre- 
clude some from ever obtaining those diplomas. Still it 
must be acknowledged that it does not seem just to ex- 
clude such from the advantages of the High School altogether. 
The only alternative seems to be to allow only such as shall 
have satisfactorily accomplished one of the two courses laid 
down to graduate; but at the same time to permit such as can- 
not, either from poor health or other reasons, accomplish the 
whole course to take part of the studies and thus have all ‘the 
advantages of the High School that they are able to appropri- 
ate. Howeyer there is one class of students who may fairly be 
excluded from this privilege, viz., such as have both the ability 
and the health to master the entire curriculum, and who fail 
from sheer indolence or perhaps from not being allowed or en- 
couraged by their parents to devote to study the necessary time 
at home; for let every one understand that it is a positive mis- 
fortune to have pupils thus irregular. They are usually in one 
class in one study and in another class in others. ‘This makes 
it very difficult for the teachers to arrange their recitations and 
examinations, and in many other ways it is unfortunate to have 
irregular and partial course students; and this should be sub- 
mitted to only on the plea of necessity, and not as a concession 
to indolence or paternal indifference. 


VERTICAL PENMANSHIP. 


The only important change in studies or methods of instruc- 
tion during the past year has been from the old slant style of 
penmanship to the vertical. This has been urged upon our at- 
tention for several years past, but having seen so many radical 
changes in educational methods proposed that afterwards 
proved to be passing fads of little value or positive harm; we 
naturally hesitated to depart from such an old and well-estab- 
lished system as the slant penmanship. However testimonies 
multiplied as to the value of the new method. We made: par- 
ticular inquiries and found that wherever a trial of it had been 
made, great satisfaction was expressed with the results ob- 
tained; and in no case, that we could hear of, was there any 
wish to return to the old system. Added to this was the argu- 
ment, which to our minds was strongest of all, that young chil- 
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dren almost invariably form vertical letters and can only be 
brought to adopt the slant style after long and patient, and per- 
haps we might add, painful drill. Induced by these reasons we 
introduced the vertical system into our schools and have been 
pleased with the results obtained. It will probably never show 
such elegance as can be shown by an expert penman with the 
old style; but its essential excellences are greater ease of ac- 
quirement and clear-cut legibility. These are qualities which 
in this practical world and this utilitarian age will more than 
compensate for any possible lack of elegance. 


We append the usual summary of books and supplies. The 
gathering the statistics for this from the different school rooms 
of the town and our general supply room, the estimating the 
value of books partly worn out and the summing up and con- 
densing of these various items represent yearly quite a task and 
one not required by law, and yet it seems due to our tax payers 
that this should be given.

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Peewee! OF HEALTH OFFICERS. 


To THE SELECTMEN OF THE TOWN OF PETERBORO:—Your Health 
Officers for the year just ended have attended to their duties, and, as 
in other years, have had the hearty codperation of our citizens in 
their efforts to improve the sanitary condition of the town. We have 
been comparatively free from epidemics of contagious diseases. One 
case of scarlet fever, four of typhoid fever, and a few cases each of 
measles, mumps and chicken pox make up the list. 

Our death rate for the year was 17.6—too high for a town like Peter- 
boro, although somewhat lower than the average for the state. 

Of the 44 deaths in 1896, twenty-four were of persons over sixty 
years of age and nine were of children under two. 

The following table gives the ten leading causes of death and the 
number of deaths resulting from each :

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WATER COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


To THE CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF PETERBORO: 


At the last annual town meeting the town voted to construct 
a system of water works during the year 1896, substantially ac- 
cording to a plan reported by a committee chosen one year pre- 
viously. 

The town voted to issue 3 per cent. bonds to the amount of 
$60,000 for the purpose of paying the expense of the system. 


Thomas B. Tucker, Andrew J. Walbridge and Eben W. | 


Jones were chosen water commissioners for one, two and three 
years, respectively. 

The board of water commissioners organized by choosing 
Thomas B. Tucker, chairman, and Daniel M. White, clerk. 

When the time came that it was necessary to act if the works 
were to be constructed during the year 1896, a comparatively 
small amount of bonds had been subscribed for. 

Several contractors intimated that if they could get the con- 
tract for constructing the whole system they would subscribe 
for bonds equal in amount to their contract: 

Plans and specifications were prepared and a number of con- 
tractors were invited to make bids on that basis; the bids to be 


opened at one o’clock, June rst. At that time two bids were 


received, and were as follows: 

C. F. Parks, $53,000; The C. H. Eglee Co., $45,000. Havy- 
ing ascertained that The C. H. Eglee Co. were responsible and 
reputable contractors and believing that their bid was advan- 
tageous to the town a contract was made with that company. 

The terms of the contract were, in brief, that the C. H. Eg- 
lee Co. should furnish all material and perform all the labor 
necessary to construct the system, according to plans and speci- 
fications, for the lump sum of $45,000. 

They were to take their pay in 3 percent. Peterboro town 
bonds at their par value. ‘They were to give the bond of the 
American Surity Company in the sum of $15,000 guaranteeing 
the performance of the work according to contract, and also to 
leave with the committee $500 in cash to guarantee the works 
for six months after completion. 

With the contractors and also with Mr. Scripture, who took 
bonds for the reservoir site, it was understood, so far as ac- 
crued interest was concerned, that the bonds were to be taken 
as of July first. 


Work was commenced June 22d, and the last Italian left 


town Thanksgiving day. 
Early in the season, after getting prices from several engin- 


eers, Messrs. Bartlett & Gay of Manchester, N. H., were engaged — 
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to make plans and specifications and to act as engineers, Mr. 
F. A. Gay of the firm being the active member on the works. 
We are pleased to say that we have no reason to regret our 
choice. He has given us faithful and efficient service. 

Our relations with the contractors have been pleasant and 
we believe that they have furnished good material and con- 
structed the system in a first class manner. 

Since the contractors left town there has been no break in 
the pipes and no accident has happened to the system. 

The firemen have tried the hydrants in different parts of the 
village and found the fire service all that was anticipated. 


Seventy-nine service connections have been made, including 
public buildings and two watering troughs. About twenty ser- 
vices are paying this winter. 

Several persons have signified their purpose of taking a hose 
faucet for use in putting out any incipient fire which may occur 
on their premises. We believe this is a matter worthy of the 
consideration of every householder in this village. 


Rules and regulations have been established such as are 
common in other places. The rates, although not so low as in 
some cities, are as low as in other towns of this size. 


Appended to this report will be found an analysis of the wa- 
ter from Town Line Brook by James F. Babcock, formerly 
state assayer of Massachusetts. 


Considerable more work remains to be done which should be 
charged to.the construction account, such as fencing the dam 
and reservoir sites, grubbing out above the dam, service con- 
nections, &c. 


After asking for bids from several parties we awarded the 
superintendency of the water works to Samuel W. Nichols, he 
being the lowest bidder. He is appointed for one year from 
Jan. 1, 1897, at a salary of $200, and is to put in all street ser- 
vice connections at a contract price of nine dollars each, and to 
furnish tools and material necessary for making the service con- 
nections. 

A town water system is of such magnitude and importance 
that it may be desirable to bring together all matter relating to 
its history and give a full and detailed report of the construc- 
- tion of the system. 

Believing that, if such a report is to be made, it should be de- 
ferred until the system is fully completed, your commissioners 
submit this brief report. 

The list of bills approved by the commissioners will be found 
in the Selectmens’ report.
